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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited combination including 
definition of an interval between first line and first coplanar ground conductors, S, as 
less than one half of the distance, H, between the first line and second coplanar ground 
conductors in a specific wiring board environment. U.S. Patents 6,726,488 and 
6,700,789 to Shirasaki disclose high-frequency wiring boards but lack this critical 
feature. U.S. Patent 6,483,714 to Kabumoto et al presents a multilayered wiring 
board but does not arrange line and ground conductors in the claimed pattern.
